Port  of  San  Francisco  Reviews  Proposals 
to  Lease  China  Basin  Seawall  Lot  337

At  a Port  workshop  last  month  different  development  proposals  were  presented  for 
Seawall  Lot  337. 


16-acre  lot  is  one  of  the  nation’s  largest 
undeveloped  urban  parcels  near  the 
heart  of  a major  city  center.  After 
issuing  a Request  for  Qualifications 
(RFQ)  last  fall,  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  is  currently  reviewing  draft 
development  proposals.  The  Port's 
hand-selected  Citizen  Advisory  Task 
Force  will  make  its  recommendations 
early  this  month,  after  which  the 
Port  will  short-list  the  most  qualified 
teams  to  submit  their  final  proposals 
by  the  end  of  April. 

Seawall  Lot  337’s  unique 
characteristics  — a massive  swath  of 
landfill-turned-open  space  adjacent 
to  San  Francisco’s  Mission  Bay 
shoreline  — prompted  the  Port  to 
split  its  review  process  into  two 
stages  so  as  to  elicit  maximum 
community  input.  The  Port  also 
created  the  Citizen  Advisory  Task 
Force  to  help  vet  proposals.  The  Task 
Force  consists  of  seven  community 
members  who  hail  from  various 
government  agencies,  architectural 


Planning,  who’s  delighted  about 
the  amount  of  public  feedback  the 
Port  received  after  last  month’s 
public  workshop.  “This  process  is 
tailored  so  developers  could  come 
forward  with  initial  ideas  for  public 
review.” 

The  four  teams  of  architects, 
civil  engineers  and  investors  are 
vying  for  an  exclusive  75-year  lease 
with  the  Port.  Seawall  Lot  337  is 
part  of  the  Port’s  “Infrastructure 
Financing  Districts,”  an  area  that 
— in  accordance  with  a 2007  City 
law  — will  generate  tax  revenues 
to  be  reinvested  into  public  and 
capital  improvement  projects 
along  the  Southeast  San  Francisco 
waterfront. 

The  Port’s  Seawall  Lot  337  vision 
statement  released  last  fall  prioritizes 
open  space  along  the  waterfront  and 
stresses  the  development  of  mixed 
land  use  that’s  financially  sustainable.

High  Demand  for  Jackson 

School,  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  International  Studies 
Academy,  Mission  Youth  Soccer 
League,  San  Francisco  Recreation 
and  Park’s  softball  leagues,  and  adult 
frisbee  teams.  When  the  field  isn’t 
being  leased,  workers  from  nearby 
establishments  swing  by  to  play  pick- 
up soccer  games,  and  local  residents 
often  picnic  in  the  park. 

San  Francisco  police  and 
firefighters  have  been  using  the  park 
for  more  than  30  years,  according  to 
Cheetham,  and  utilize  the  athletic 
fields  three  days  a week  in  the 
mornings  when  no  other  sports 
league  makes  a bid  for  them.  Cops 
and  firefighters  co-exist  peacefully 
with  Live  Oak  students,  who  use 
the  field  in  the  mornings  and  early 
afternoon.

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Park  Fields

If  you  travel  down  17th  Street 
it’s  hard  not  to  notice  — and 
perhaps  revel  in  —Jackson  Park, 
a refreshingly  green  patch  of  land 
in  an  otherwise  industrial  pocket 
of  Potrero  Hill.  The  park  is  one 
of  the  City’s  most  popular  open 
spaces,  according  to  Mike  Cheetham, 
Recreation  Director  of  Athletic  Field 
Reservations.  And  with  popularity 
comes  a tug-of-war  for  reservations, 
with  a myriad  of  student  and  adult 
sports  teams  utilizing  the  space 
throughout  the  year,  particularly 
in  the  late  afternoons.  A variety  of 
schools  and  nonprofits  pay  a fee  to 
use  parts  of  the  park  for  particular 
time  periods,  including  Live  Oak 


While  Barack  Obama  and  Hillary 
Clinton  continue  to  wrestle  for 
the  Democratic  Party  presidential 
nomination,  San  Francisco  is  in 
the  middle  of  an  internecine  battle 
between  three  candidates  for  the 
State  Senate.  Current  State  Senator 
Carole  Migden  is  running  against 
Assemblyman  Mark  Leno  and  former 
Assemblyman  Joe  Nation.  San 


Francisco  Police  Commissioner 
Joe  Alioto  Veronese  dropped  out 
of  the  race  last  month.  All  of  the 
candidates  are  Democrats,  which  has 
the  curious  - though  in  this  one  party 
town,  familiar  - effect  of  narrowing 
the  campaign’s  focus  to  principally 
personality  issues.  At  a recent 
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debate  sponsored  by  the  Potrero 
Hill  Democratic  Club,  all  four  then 
candidates  vied  to  be  the  toughest, 
most  ethical  and  honest,  and  political 
savvy  individual  in  the  room.  Of 
lesser  concern  were  the  candidates’ 
views  on  particular  issues,  since, 
after  all,  they’re  all  Democrats. 

In  the  presidential  race  much 
noise  has  been  made  about  Clinton’s, 
McCain’s,  and  Obama’s  suitability  to 
being  woken-up  in  the  middle  of  the 
night  to  solve  an  impending  crisis. 
One  imagines  a sleepy  president, 
rubbing  their  eyes,  being  told  that 
a meteor  is  heading  towards  earth, 
or  war  is  breaking  out  in  Eastern 
Europe,  and  quickly  jumping  to 
full  wisdom  and  command.  This 
is  an  apt  character  concern  for  a 
president,  who,  at  least  according  to 
the  West  Wing  and  Godzilla  movies, 
regularly  has  their  sleep  disrupted 
to  fight  evil. 

It’s  harder  to  see  the  importance 
of  the  midnight  wake-up  call  for  a 
state  senator,  except  perhaps  as  a 
metaphorical  device.  If  a lobbyist 
wakes  the  senator  up  to  offer  a fat 
cash  bribe,  would  they  take  it?  If 
the  governor  calls  at  3 a.m.  to  see  if 
they’ll  switch  political  parties,  would 
they?  Character  obviously  matters 
for  all  political  leaders,  but  it’s 
harder  to  suss-out  the  importance  of 
personality  differences  to  legislative 
performance. 

If  the  Democratic  Club 
debate,  which  drew  a standing 
room  only  crowd  to  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House,  is  any 
indication,  the  senate  candidates  do 
have  distinct  personalities,  which 
shape  the  way  in  which  they  hold 
office.  Leno,  who  attended  rabbinical 
school,  has  always  come  off  as  a 
superlatively  honest,  ethnical,  and 
hard-working  guy.  In  an  all-out 
fight,  which  is  what  this  race  is, 
Migden  seems  the  toughest,  a trait 
that  she’s  displayed,  perhaps  to  a 
fault,  throughout  her  political  career. 
Nation  may  be  the  person  most  likely 
to  look  good  in  a congressional  seat, 
but  he  lost  that  chance  when  he  failed 
to  unseat  incumbent  Lynn  Woolsey. 

Leno  has  been  tilting  against  the 
prison  industrial  complex  for  some 
time,  and  promises  to  continue  his 
head-banging  in  the  name  of  justice 
and  balancing  the  budget.  Migden 
likes  to  talk  about  Community 
Choice  Aggregation,  legislation 


she  championed  that  would  allow 
municipalities  to  sell  wholesale 
power  to  their  citizens,  but  has  yet  to 
be  actually  implemented  anywhere. 
Nation,  who  was  chiefly  responsible 
for  Assembly  Bill  32,  which  calls 
for  steep  reductions  in  greenhouse 
gas  emissions,  is  anxious  to  see  its 
provisions  implemented.  During 
the  debate  Veronese  seemed  to  catch 
most  wind  when  he  talked  about 
changing  the  system.  Change,  as  we 
know,  is  good,  particularly  in  politics 
and  panhandling. 

As  with  Barack  and  Clinton, 
all  of  the  candidates  are  good  and 
decent  people,  who  undoubtably 
would  do  their  best  to  represent  us 
in  the  legislature.  And  they  certainly 
all  seem  to  really  want  the  job.  The 
possibility  that  they’ll  be  ousted  from 
politics  doesn’t  improve  a politician’s 
mood,  and  the  Democratic  Club 
debate  was  most  notable  for  its 
complete  lack  of  humor.  Even 
moderator  and  funnyman  Philip  De 
Andrade  had  a hard  time  pumping 
some  fun  into  the  very  sincere  and 
frequently  intense  debate. 

Chances  are,  unless  San 
Franciscans  unify  behind  a candidate 
- which  is  as  likely  as  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  placing  an  actual  small 
business  person  on  the  City’s  Small 
Business  Commission  - Leno  and 
Migden  will  split  the  City’s  vote  and 
Nation  will  emerge  as  the  top  vote 
getter.  Unfortunately,  Nation  knows 
little  about  our  neighborhood,  and 
didn’t  show  much  indication  that  he’s 
eager  to  learn  more. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club 
has  yet  to  endorse  a candidate,  with 
Leno’s  anxious  performance  putting 
him  two  votes  shy  of  the  60  percent 
he  needed  for  the  endorsement  post- 
debate. Migden  might  be  better  at 
playing  politics,  and  has  compiled 
a solid  track  record  supporting  San 
Francisco  issues  during  her  first 
term  in  the  senate.  However,  she 
was  recently  fined  $350,000  by  the 
California  Fair  Political  Practices 
Commission,  the  largest  penalty 
ever  levied  against  a candidate  for 
state  office,  for  dozens  of  violations 
ranging  from  taking  campaign  funds 
for  personal  use  to  failing  to  itemize 
political  expenses.  And  it’s  hard  not 
to  like  and  respect  Leno:  he’s  who  I’ll 
vote  for.  Either  way  you  cast  your 
ballot,  make  sure  you  do:  the  only 
way  one  of  our  “homeboys”  is  going 
to  win  is  if  San  Franciscans  turn  out 
in  substantially  higher  numbers  than 
our  neighbors  in  Marin. 


Flags 

Has  anyone  else  seen  the  American 
flag  flying  at  Pioneer  Square,  555  De 
Haro  Street?  Is  anyone  else  appalled 
at  its  condition?  We  live  on  a windy, 
sunny  hill.  Fabric  fades  and  erodes 
in  such  conditions,  but  I cannot 
figure  out  why  they’re  flying  a filthy 
rag  that’s  about  half  the  normal  size 
of  a flag. 

Another  concern  is  the  lights 
on  the  front  of  the  Wisconsin  Street 
fire  house.  In  the  January  storm  one 
glass  globe  got  broken;  now  both  are 
missing.  I hope  it’s  in  an  effort  to 
find  an  exact  match.  It’s  an  historic 
building,  and  the  lights  should  be 
replaced  as  they  were.  Also,  the  open/ 
bare  light  bulbs  strike  me  as  being  a 
bit  dangerous:  will  water  pool  into 
the  sockets?

Papers 

Another  lame-brained  San 
Francisco  supervisor  with  nothing 
better  to  do  than  propose  a solution 
for  a non-existent  problem:  earlier 
this  year  Ross  Mirkarimi  proposed 
up  to  a $500  fine  for  every  instance  in 
which  a free  newspaper  is  delivered 
to  a home  on  a newly-created  “do  not 
deliver”  list. 


I’ve  been  publishing  community 
newspapers  in  the  Richmond  and 
Sunset  districts  for  almost  20  years. 
Of  the  50,000  newspapers  I deliver 
door-to-door  monthly,  I’ve  seven 
people  on  my  "do  not  deliver”  list. 
That’s  how  big  this  problem  is. 

It’s  up  to  my  delivery  service  to  do 
the  job  and  not  deliver  to  people  who 
don’t  want  a paper.  It  usually  works, 
but  sometimes  a new  “walker”  will 
accidentally  deliver  to  a home  that 
doesn’t  want  it.  Am  I to  be  fined  $500 
every  time  that  happens,  even  though 
I’ve  no  control  over  the  dozens  of 
people  delivering  my  paper? 

Many  of  the  individuals  my 
service  uses  are  from  South  and 
Latin  American  countries  and  don’t 
speak  English.  They  are  humping 
their  butts  off  doing  menial  work  to 
support  families  back  home.  Are  we 
going  to  fine  them,  or  their  employer, 
for  an  honest  mistake?  Will  they 
be  fired  or  retaliated  against?  Are 
publishers  to  be  held  responsible  for 
the  actions  of  a subcontractor,  even 
though  we  have  no  direct  control  over 
the  delivery  service’s  employees? 

I’ve  had  apartment  managers 
who  didn’t  want  the  paper  delivered 
to  their  buildings  because  they  didn’t 
want  to  pick  up  the  extra  copies. 
They  would  deny  every  tenant  in  the 
building  a copy  of  the  neighborhood 
newspaper  because  of  their  own 
personal  reasons.  Do  I deny  30 
families  a community  newspaper 
because  one  doesn’t  want  it? 

I say  kill  this  misguided  legislation 
before  it  takes  one  thin  dime  from 
San  Francisco’s  budget  to  hire  more 
lawyers  or  create  a new  City  Hall 
bureaucracy.

Cheez  it,  the  Cops! 

The  San  Francisco  Police 
Department’s  (SFPD)  Tactical  and 
Motorcycle  Units  are  eyeing  the  17th 
Street  buildings  formerly  occupied  by 
Jamba  Juice  and  the  Sports  Basement 
as  a possible  new  home.  While 
their  presence  would  undoubtably 
reduce  area  crime,  the  Tactical  Unit 
comes  with  some  heavy  artillary, 
which  would  prompt  the  need  for  an 
unfriendly  fortress-like  enclosure. 
District  10  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell  has  been  alerted  of  SFPD's 
interest,  and  is  likely  to  encourage 
them  to  go  elsewhere.  Perhaps 
they  should  move  in  with  Kink, 
com  at  the  well-protected  armoury; 
afterall  they  have  the  right  drag... 
Speaking  of  crime,  after  making 
steady  improvements  in  reducing 
noise  levels  and  dampening  down 
overly-spirited  patrons,  Dogpatch 
residents  are  again  complaining 
about  the  late-night  disruption 
caused  by  Club  Cocomo,  located  at 
18th  and  Minnesota  streets.

The  Future  is  Changing,  and  History 
Isn’t  the  Same  as  it  Used  to  Be 
The  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority 
has  reached  an  agreement  with  Bridge 
Housing  Corporation  to  replace  the 
decrepit  Potrero  Terrace-Potrero 
Annex  complex  with  605  public 
housing  units  and  1,151  affordable 
and  market  rate  rental  units  and 
homes.  However,  don’t  expect  things 
to  change  fast:  it’ll  take  a couple  of 
years  to  draft  architectural  plans, 
obtain  environmental  approvals,  and 
develop  a financing  plan,  and  another 
few  years  after  that  before  the  project 
is  completed. ..Dogpatch  resident 
David  Siegel  noticed  that  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Department  was 
showing  incorrect  boundaries  for  the 
Dogpatch  Historical  Neighborhood 
District  in  its  draft  plans  for  the 
Central  Waterfront.  It  took  almost 
two  months,  but  the  department 
finally  corrected  its  mistake,  restoring 
history  to  its  rightful  place. ..In 
the  meantime,  historical  or  not, 
Dogpatch  is  soon  to  change  in  a big 
way,  with  the  proposed  opening 
of  the  130-seat  A16  Restaurant  at 
Homes  at  Esprit  Park  next  year. 
The  restaurant  will  be  the  biggest 
dining  facility  this  side  of  Market 
Street.  Meanwhile,  the  Showplace 
Square  area  is  poised  to  become  the 
largest  new  residential  development 
in  the  City;  and  the  University  of 
California,  San  Francisco,  as  well 
as  an  estimated  20  biotechnology 
companies,  are  expected  to  generate 
more  than  100,000  jobs  in  Mission 
Bay.  Potrero  Hill  used  to  be  islanded 
as  a result  of  being  bisected  by  two 
freeways  and  poor  transportation 
infrastructure.  Soon  enough  we’ll 
be  the  lone  patch  of  20th  century 
building  stock  in  a sea  of  modem  day 
high-rises. 


Merchants  Add  Muscle 
The  Potrero  Hill  Association  of 
Merchants  and  Businesses  hired 
Dogpatch  resident  Jamaica  Maxwell 
last  month  to  help  the  Association 
encourage  more  folks  to  buy  local.

Novelty  Still  a Novelty? 

Elizabeth  Falkner,  founder  of  Citizen 
Cake,  has  opened  her  newest  resty- 
patisserie  Orson  on  Fourth  Street 
in  SoMa.  The  menu  suggests  a 
smattering  of  random  food  groups 
never  before  combined  on  the  same 
plate,  but  Falkner  promises  that 
the  texture  and  juxtaposition  of 
ingredients  will  leave  you  craving 
more.  Try  the  duck-fat  french  fries 
for  starters,  followed  by  parmaggiano 
pudding  with  piquillo  pepper  jam, 
and  then  -why  not  — give  the 
beef  tongue  salad  a go.  Still  up 
for  a novelty  item?  The  creator  of 
Demolition  Desserts  offers  bacon 
ice  cream,  blue  potato  ravioli  with 
white  chocolate  slates,  rose  creme 
brulee  with  pistachio  crema  and  chili 
saffron.  Or  you  can  try  and  find  the 
invisible  dessert. 

Gone,  but  Not  Forgotten 

The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  has  filed  a complaint  against 
the  owners  of  the  Independence, 
which  was  last  seen  being  towed  from 
its  berth  on  the  Central  Waterfront 
earlier  this  year.  EPA  contends 
that  the  ship  is  contaminated  with 
toxic  PCBs.  Although  the  vessel’s 
destination  is  unknown,  it's  most 
likely  headed  for  the  scraps  yards 
of  India  or  Bangladesh,  and  it  s 
illegal  to  export  PCBs  without 
a permit.  The  57  year-pld  ship, 
which  was  recently  rechristened 
the  Oceanic,  is  owned  by  Global 
Shipping  and  Global  Marketing 
Systems,  Inc.,  headquartered  in 
Maryland.  Its  exact  location  is 
unknown,  though  EPA  officials 
believe  that  it’s  at  sea  somewhere 
between  Guam  and  Saipan.  Perhaps 
we’ll  be  seeing  it  again  soon... 

Let  the  Sun  Shine 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
recently  approved  a financing  plan 
which  adds  another  $3,000  to  $5,000 


for  homes  and  up  to  $10,000  for 
businesses  to  existing  state  and 
federal  incentives  to  install  solar 
systems.  The  highest  home  subsidies, 
termed  “Environmental  Justice 
Incentive”  payments,  are  exclusively 
available  to  households  located  in 
Bayview-Hunters  Point,  Potrero  Hill 
and  Dogpatch.  Perhaps  it’s  time 
to  join  Potrero  Hill  Association  of 
Merchants  and  Businesses  President 
Keith  Goldstein,  Bayview-based  Pet 
Camp  - who’s  seven-year  old  system 
has  already  paid  for  itself  - and  Hill 
resident  Nancy  Anding  in  investing 
in  long-term  energy  independence 
while  reducing  polluting  air  and 
greenhouse  gas  emissions.  City  and 
state  funds  are  available  first  come- 
first  served. 

Lights  Out 

Apropos  of  solar,  that  light  you  see 
emanating  from  downtown  San 
Francisco  at  3 a.m.  is  not  from  the 
sun,  but  rather  from  thousands  of 
lights  left  on  in  high  rise  buildings. 
Between  11  a.m.  and  5 p.m.  the  City’s 
center  typically  draws  250  megawatts 
(MW)  of  electricity,  roughly  15  percent 
more  than  what  can  be  generated  by 
the  Potrero  Power  Plant.  Downtown 
continues  to  suck  100  MW  of  power 
even  during  the  wee  hours  of  the 
morning,  when  all  the  stockbrokers, 
bankers  and  lawyers  are  tucked  in 
their  McRoskey  beds  dreaming  of 
wheat  futures.  A goodly  portion  of 
this  juice  is  needed  to  light  the  way 
for  the  night  shift;  another  slug  is 
required  for  security  reasons  and 
to  power  refrigerators  and  the  like. 
But  a sizeable  chunck  is  wasted  on 
inefficient  lighting  and  appliances 
and  unnecessarily  illuminated  offices 
and  equipment.  Perhaps  it’s  time  to 
revise  our  understanding  of  what  a 
stunning  downtown  view  looks  like 
at  night:  mostly  dark,  with  a small 
constellation  of  lights  reminding  us 
that  while  we  sleep  others  work.

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Central  Shops  Keeps  City 
Vehicles  Running 
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By  Adam  Brody 

Jerrold  Avenue,  which  cuts 
across  Potrero  Hill’s  southern  edge, 
is  home  to  numerous  aging  industrial 
facilities,  including  the  walled-in 
Southeast  Water  Pollution  Control 
Plant,  which  processes  upwards  of 
90  percent  of  San  Francisco’s  sewage. 
During  the  day  a constant  flow  of 
City  vehicles  cruise  the  street,  many 
turning  into  a large  parking  lot  just 
west  of  the  Southeast  Plant.  The 
lot  extends  back  to  a series  of  large 
warehouses,  known  to  City  personnel 
as  Central  Shops. 

Located  at  1800  Jerrold  Avenue, 
the  yard  is  the  central  maintenance 
and  repair  facility  - including  body 
work  - for  most  City-operated  motor 
vehicles,  excluding  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission, 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency, 
San  Francisco  Airport  and  the  Port 
of  San  Francisco. 

According  to  Tom  Fung,  the 
City’s  Director  of  Fleet  Management, 


Central  Shops  was  created  at  its 
present  location  in  1959,  and  is 
managed  by  the  San  Francisco  City 
Administrator  / General  Services 
Agency.  Since  1985  the  facility  has 
been  run  by  Superintendent  Jim 
Johnson,  who  has  more  than  30  years 
of  experience  in  the  vehicle  fleet 
maintenance  industry.  The  repair 
yard  is  funded  through  an  internal 
service  fund,  with  its  biggest  users 
consisting  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park,  Public  Works,  Police,  and  Fire 
departments. 

The  yard  operates  Monday 
through  Friday  from  7 a.m.  to  11:30 
p.m.,  but  is  closed  to  the  public.  It 
employs  116  workers,  consisting 
mostly  of  automotive  craft  workers, 
as  well  as  machinists,  welders, 
pattern  makers  and  administration 
staff.  All  told  Central  Shops  services 
a fleet  of  approximately  5,300  units, 
varying  from  lawn  edgers  to  aerial 
fire  trucks.  The  yard  completes 
34,000  maintenance  repairs  annually, 
according  to  its  Efficiency  Plan.

Water  to  the  lengthy  list  of  bottled 
water  vendors  who  claim  they’re, 
well,  green.  According  to  the 
company’s  website,  “Bottled  water 
is  an  indispensable  part  of  our 
lives  and  culture...”  Setting  aside 
the  indispensable  nature  of  single 
serving  sized  plastic  enshrouded 
H20,  the  only  thing  green  about 
Green  Water  is  that  it  donates  its 
proceeds  to  such  environmental 
nonprofits  as  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest.  Rocky  Anderson,  the  mayor 
of  that  bastion  of  liberal  politics,  Salt 
Lake  City,  recently  scoffed  at  the 
“total  absurdity  and  irresponsibility, 
both  economic  and  environmental,  of 
purchasing  and  using  bottled  water 
when  we  have  perfectly  good  and 
safe  municipal  sources  of  tap  water.” 
Bottled  water  is  an  incredibly 
wasteful  product.  Manufacturing 
the  29  billion  plastic  bottles  used  for 
water  in  the  United  States  annually 
requires  the  equivalent  of  more  than 
17  million  barrels  of  crude  oil,  and 
that  doesn’t  count  the  giant  sucking 
sound  created  by  the  many  more 
millions  of  barrels  of  oil  used  to 
transport  the  stuff  around.

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Midway  Village  Residents  Wait  for  Justice

Jennifer  Advance  moved  to 
Midway  Village  with  her  mother  and 
then  eight  month-old  daughter  Lois 
almost  30  years  ago.  With  its  on-site 
daycare,  playground,  and  nearby 
schools,  the  newly  built  Daly  City 
public  housing  project  — the  largest 
in  San  Mateo  County—  seemed  too 
good  to  be  true  to  the  then  23  year- 
old.  The  150  unit  project,  which 
currently  houses  500  residents,  sits  on 
a San  Bruno  mountain  slope,  a few 
blocks  from  the  Cow  Palace. 

Before  moving  to  the  complex 
Advance’s  health  had  been  fine. 
But  three  years  after  becoming  a 
Midway  Village  resident,  Advance 
developed  diabetes,  and  become 
afflicted  with  migraines,  asthma 
and  blurred  vision.  When  she  was 
seven  years  old,  Lois  suffered  from 
chronic  vomiting  spells,  skin  rashes, 
and  nosebleeds.  Lois,  who  continues 
to  live  with  her  mother,  has  had 
multiple  miscarriages  and  bled 
through  all  three  of  her  ultimately 
successful  pregnancies.  Her  children 
now  face  similar  problems  to  the  ones 
she  experienced  as  a child  growing 
up  at  Midway  Village;  one  runs  to 
the  bathroom  to  vomit  at  least  twice 
a week.  Another  has  high  fevers, 
seizures,  and  Kawasaki,  a disease 
that  affects  the  organs  and  heart. 

Advance  says  she  first  learned 
that  Midway  Village  was  built  on 
soil  that  had  been  contaminated  by 
a former  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  (PG&E)  manufactured  gas 
plant  in  1999,  almost  two  decades 
after  she  first  moved  in.  That 
year,  the  federal  Agency  for  Toxic 
Substances  and  Disease  Registry 
(ADSTR)  released  a document  that 
pointed  to  high  levels  of  chromosome 
aberrations  in  32  out  of  34  children, 
and  health  irregularities  in  19  out  of 
24  adults,  who  lived  at  the  complex. 
“My  daughter  liked  to  walk  outside 
barefoot  on  the  ground  and  play  in 
the  dirt,”  Advance  said.  “We  never 
knew  the  soil  was  toxic.” 

From  1905  to  1916,  PG&E’s 
plant  produced  gas  from  coal,  with 
the  toxic  coal  byproduct  known  as 
lampblack  dumped  into  an  area  that’s 
now  adjacent  to  Midway  Village  on 
Cypress  Lane,  near  Bayshore  Street. 
In  1944,  when  the  Navy  temporarily 
confiscated  PG&E’s  land  to  build 
military  barracks,  its  contractors 
bulldozed  and  spread  contarmucueu 
soil  over  the  uneven  formerly  marshy 
area  where  the  housing  complex 
now  stands.  In  1955,  the  federal 
government  returned  the  plant  to 
PG&E  and  gave  the  former  military 
barracks  to  San  Mateo  County  to 
be  used  for  public  housing  and 
schools.  In  1976,  San  Mateo  County 


removed  the  barracks  and  built 
Midway  Village,  while  Daly  City 
built  Bayshore  Park  next  door. 

In  1980,  while  building  the 
Martin  Service  Station  - a critical 
electricity  transmission  node  that 
protects  San  Francisco  and  the 
peninsula  against  blackouts  - next 
to  Midway  Village,  PG&E  discovered 
high  levels  of  carcinogenic  PAHs 
- polycyclic  aromatic  carbons  - in  the 
soil,  including  benzopyrene.  PAHs 
are  a group  of  chemical  compounds 
found  in  incompletely  burned 
carbon-containing  materials,  such 
as  wood,  tar,  and  coal.  Exposure 
to  benzopyrene  can  cause  a host 
of  symptoms,  including  asthma, 
vomiting,  stomach  pain,  nosebleeds, 
headaches,  lung  inflammation,  eye 
infections,  and  miscarriages.  The 
utility,  working  with  the  Department 
of  Toxic  Substances  Control  (DTSC), 
a state  agency  charged  with  protecting 
public  health  and  the  environment 
against  toxic  harm,  removed  the 
surface  soil.  Four  years  later  the 
federal  government  placed  the  site 
on  its  Superfund  list,  identifying 
it  as  one  of  the  most  contaminated 
locations  in  the  nation.  Village 
residents  — even  those  living  close 
by  the  station  - insist  that  during  this 
period  no  one  notified  them  that  their 
homes  were  adjacent  to  a toxic  site. 

In  1989,  PG&E  again  found 
high  PAH  levels,  this  time  closer 
to  Midway  Village  and  Bayshore 
Park,  where  young  residents  played. 
The  DTSC  capped  some  areas 
with  concrete,  but  had  insufficient 
funding  to  remediate  all  of  the 
contaminated  ground.  Some  Village 
residents  talked  about  organizing  a 
fundraising  drive  to  pay  for  a lawn 
to  re-vegetate  the  capped  area; 
others,  who’d  eaten  produce  from 
their  gardens  for  years,  expressed 
concerns.  “The  risk  of  exposure 
would  depend  on. how  thoroughly 
the  vegetables  were  washed  before 
they  were  eaten,”  DTSC  explained, 
and  advised  residents  that  “If  your 
children  play  in  the  public  areas  that 
may  have  PAH  contamination;  make 
certain  they  have  baths  so  that  the 
soils  don’t  collect  on  the  skin.” 

In  the  early-1990s,  the  California 
Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(Cal-EPA)  named  PG&E,  the  Navy, 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD),  San 
mu  wv-0  Housing  Authority,  and  Daly 
City  responsible  for  contamination 
at  Midway  Village,  and  ordered  the 
utility  and  San  Mateo  County  to  pay 
for  the  necessary  clean-up.  In  2001 
DTSC  began  the  first  significant 
cleanup  of  Midway  Village,  though 
the  department  maintained  that  the 
complex  was  safe  to  live  in. 


The  San  Mateo  Housing  Authority 
says  Midway  Village  residents  were 
first  told  about  the  existence  of 
carcinogenic  PAHs  in  1991  at  a 
meeting  held  at  the  complex’s  small 
meeting  room.  Since  then  residents 
have  sought  compensation  for  the 
damages  they  say  they’ve  suffered  as 
a result  of  the  toxic  contamination.  In 
three  different  cases,  residents  sued 
the  San  Mateo  Housing  Authority, 
PG&E,  Daly  City,  and  the  federal 
government;  all  three  suits  were 
dismissed  on  the  grounds  that  the 
plaintiffs’  health  ailments  could 
not  be  demonstrably  linked  to  soil 
contamination. 

When  32  year  resident  Maria 
Downing  and  her  four  children 
moved  from  another  Midway  Village 
apartment  into  Cypress  Lane  in  the 
early  1990s  she  didn’t  know  about 
the  contaminated  soil,  much  less 
that  she  was  moving  right  on  top  of 
a former  marsh,  and  the  heart  of  the 
Navy’s  toxic  spread.  “During  one  of 
the  cleanups,  my  kids  were  jumping 
in  the  ditches,  playing  with  the  dirt, 
even  eating  it,”  Downing  said.  “They 
didn’t  tell  us.  When  we  saw  the 
workers  in  bubble  suits,  that’s  when 
we  took  our  kids  inside.”  Downing 
remembers  being  told  by  DTSC 
that  it  was  okay  for  her  children  to 
play  in  the  dirt  as  long  as  they  took 
three  baths  a day.  “They  told  us  the 
chemicals  in  our  soil  were  like  the 
chemicals  in  barbecue,"  she  said. 
“They  were  very  nonchalant.” 


Downing  remembers  when  a 
buried  oil  drum  leaked  onto  a grassy 
area  where  her  kids  played,  next  to 
her  house.  “They  told  us  to  put  duct- 
tape  and  plastic  over  our  windows,” 
she  said.  “I  didn’t  bother  to  do  it 
because  to  me  that  was  ridiculous. 
The  soil  underneath  my  house  is 
toxic.” 

According  to  Duane  Bay,  San 
Mateo  Housing  Authority  Director, 
before  the  2001  cleanup,  all  Midway 
Village  residents  were  notified  that 
they  could  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the 
waiting  list  for  Section  8 vouchers, 
which  would  enable  them  to  obtain 
subsidized  housing  elsewhere,  but 
only  one  accepted  the  offer.  “I  felt 
that  people  were  generally  aware  of 
what  their  offers  were,”  Bay  said. 
But  Downing  says  she  only  heard 
about  the  relocation  offer  informally 
from  other  residents,  and  that  in 
any  case  she  believes  that  she  and 
other  community  members  deserve 
more  than  just  another  apartment 
somewhere  else,  such  as  financial 
support  to  purchase  a home  and  a 
guarantee  of  lifetime  health  care 
coverage.  “We're  not  asking  for 
handouts.  We’re  damaged.  We’re  so 
sick  that  we  can’t  find  work.  One  day 
we’re  fine,  the  next  day  we're  not. 
They  knowingly  allowed  us  to  stay 
here,”  Downing  said. 

Downing  says  her  three  children,

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Going  to  War

While  Americans  tend  to  think 
of  Iraq  as  a sprawling  nation,  daily 
life  in  this  country  has  the  texture 
of  a village.  Everyone  seems  to 
know  each  other,  and  like  crows 
cawing  on  a wire,  news  of  unusual 
activity  travels  quickly.  Although 
my  name  has  never  appeared  in  a 
local  newspaper  or  on  a television 
program,  my  work  is  known  by 
people  throughout  Baghdad,  and 
even  in  remote  villages. 

Americans  guard  their  right  to 
privacy.  Iraqis,  on  the  other  hand, 
openly  strive  to  know  everything 
about  everybody  else.  Some  of  this 
need-to-know  cultural  imperative 
is  doubtless  the  legacy  of  countless 
occupations.  The  more  you  know 
about  others,  their  relationships  and 
intentions,  the  better  chance  you  have 
of  surviving.  Iraqis  are  incredibly 
astute  at  finding  out  who  they’re 
dealing  with,  what  their  intentions 
are,  and  whose  side  they’re  on. 

Iraqi  collective  consciousness 
is  rooted  in  tribalism.  Seventy- 
five  percent  - 22  million  - of  Iraqis 
have  a tribal  affiliation.  The  largest 
orqabila , or  tribal  confederations, 
such  as  the  Shammar,  Dulaimi,  and 
Obeidi  include  more  than  one  million 
people,  of  both  Sunni  and  Shi’a  faiths. 
Orqabila  are  made  up  of  ashira, 
or  tribal  organizations,  the  largest 
of  which  number  in  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  with  the  smallest 
consisting  of  less  than  500  people. 
These  tribes  are  in  turn  comprised 
of  hamsa  or  extended  families  of  five 


patrilineally  related  generations.  All 
males  within  a hamsa  are  sworn  by 
tribal  custom  to  come  to  each  others’ 
aid,  and,  if  necessary,  avenge  each 
others  death. 

Sheiks  are  the  tribal  center  of 
gravity.  Typically  hereditary  rulers, 
sheiks  serve  as  leaders,  warlords  and 
mediators.  Their  knowledge  of  aadat, 
or  tribal  custom,  guides  the  life  of 
each  ashira  member  from  birth  until 
death.  At  the  center  of  aadat  is  the 
honor-shame  complex.  A man  must 
show  honor  through  bravery,  or  be 
shamed  by  cowardly  behavior. 

Women  are  the  standard  bearers 
of  tribal  honor:  ‘So  goes  the  honor  of 
the  women,  so  goes  the  honor  of  the 
family,  tribe....”  According  to  tribal 
custom  Iraqi  women  must  remain 
virgins  until  marriage.  When  the 
groom’s  family  pays  the  “bride  price” 
they’re  buying  her  ability  to  bear 
children,  as  well  as  the  certainty  of 
the  male  offspring/heirs  bloodline.  In 
strict  tribal  settings  women  are  never 
to  be  out  of  sight  of  male  relatives 
or  at  least  three  related  females. 
Loss  of  virginity,  rape,  or  being  out 
without  a chaperone,  including  being 
kidnapped,  results  in  shame  to  the 
hamsa  or  ashira. 

Extended  family  and/or  tribal 
honor  can  only  be  restored  by  the 
killing  of  the  transgressing  female; 
hence  the  term  "honor  killing.” 
There’s  a strong  patrilineal  bias, 
as  men  are  not  killed  for  the  same 


infractions.  I’ve  been  able  to  talk 
to  tribal  women  in  large  open-air 
gatherings,  but  have  been  warned 
by  my  Iraqi  friends  to  avoid  one  on 
one  contact.  I’ve  in  turn  cautioned 
soldiers  not  to  search  a house  if 


there’s  no  man  present.  As  one  Iraqi 
tribesman  put  it,  “Please,  only  come 
when  I am  at  home.  If  my  wife  is  out 
of  sight  with  coalition  soldiers  others 
will  notice,  suspect  the  worst... she 
will  be  shamed,  and  I will  have  to 
restore  our  honor  by  beating  my  wife 
so  others  will  hear.”

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Demand  for  Public 
Schools  Increases

Demand  for  San  Francisco’s 
kindergartens  increased  by  9 percent, 
with  358  more  five-  and  six-year 
olds  looking  for  a place  at  a City 
school  than  last  year.  However, 
applications  for  6th  grade  declined 
by  5 percent,  a possible  indication  of 
continuing  concern  about  the  quality 
of  education  at  San  Francisco’s 
middle  schools. 

Because  of  the  increased  demand 

- as  well  as  the  concentration  of 
requests  for  roughly  a dozen  schools 

- fewer  applicants  were  awarded  a 
slot  in  the  school  of  their  choice  this 
year.  Almost  one-fifth  of  parents 
didn’t  get  their  child  into  any  of  the 
campuses  they  identified  in  their 
application,  with  those  looking  for 
a particular  elementary  school  most 
likely  to  be  disappointed. 

Clarendon  and  Rooftop  remained 
among  the  most  desired  elementary 
schools,  with  almost  half  of  all 
applicants  including  them  on  their 
list  of  up  to  seven  choices.  Alvarado 


and  Buena  Vista  Spanish  immersion 
programs  also  remaining  top  picks 
for  parents  looking  for  a language 
emphasis,  while  requests  for  Starr 
King’s  Mandarin  immersion  program 
almost  doubled,  though  slots  set  aside 
for  Mandarin-speaking  families  are 
still  available.  Requests  for  Grattan 
and  Miraloma,  schools  which  not 
so  long  ago  served  as  many  parents 
“safety”  selections,  jumped  by  more 
than  40  percent.  And  demand  for 
International  Studies  Academy  (ISA), 
a high  school  located  in  Potrero  Hill, 
rose  by  20  percent. 

In  other  school  news,  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
unexpectedly  announced  that  it  will 
be  moving  238-student  Excelsior 
Middle  School  to  the  same  campus 
now  occupied  by  421-student  ISA. 
Some  parents  are  questioning  both 
the  lack  of  public  process  about 
the  move,  as  well  as  the  wisdom  of 
combining  junior  and  high  school 
students  at  the  18th  Street  site.

Potrero  Hill  Cyclist  Dies 
in  Automobile  Accident

There’s  one  thing  along  this 
stretch  of  20th  between  Carolina  and 
DeHaro  streets  that  hasn’t  changed 
much  since  the  early  1950s:  the 
condition  of  the  pavement.  The  little 
house  on  the  left  is  still  there  too,  but 
hidden  behind  a tall  ivy-festooned 
fence.  The  saplings  have  grown,  as 
has  the  skyline.  In  the  late  1970s,  the 
complex  of  condominiums  known  as 
Victoria  Mews  took  root  on  the  hilly 
block  of  open  space  to  the  right  that 
generations  of  neighborhood  kids 
considered  their  playground.  Jackie 
Firpo  Nunn,  who  was  one  of  those 


kids,  graciously  contributed  this 
photo  to  the  Potrero  Hill  Archives 
Project  several  years  ago  when  we 
were  preparing  San  Francisco’s 
Potrero  Hill.

Last  month  30-year  old  Potrero 
Hill  resident  Matt  Peterson  was 
fatally  struck  by  a Santa  Clara 
County  sheriff's  deputy  during  a 
training  ride  in  Cupertino.  The 
deputy  veered  across  the  center  line, 
striking  Peterson  and  two  other 
cyclists,  one  of  whom,  Kristy  Gough, 
was  also  killed. 

Peterson  grew  up  in  Arizona 
and  worked  as  a senior  buyer  for 
Wal-Mart’s  web  site.  He  took  up 
endurance  mountain  biking  roughly 


five  years  ago,  and  also  participated 
in  Ironman  triathlons.  Although 
last  year  Peterson  was  involved  in 
a bike  accident  that  broke  his  nose 
and  several  teeth,  prompting  a need 
for  surgery,  he  was  back  on  his  bike 
within  a week.  Peterson  had  hoped  to 
win  the  Merco  Credit  Union  Cycling 
Classic,  held  in  Merced,  and  was  so 
focused  on  the  competition  that  he 
kept  a picture  of  the  race  trophy,  a 
river  rock,  as  a screen  saver  on  his 
computer.

environmentally-sound,  and  capable 
of  generating  significant  tax  revenues. 
The  Port  also  wants  development  to 
match  the  area’s  historic  character; 
avoid  conflict  with  Pier  50  vessel 
berthing;  enhance  the  Bay  Trail; 
preserve  wildlife;  and  promote  a 
transit-first  policy  while  creating 
a dense  public  parking  network  to 
serve  the  nearby  population  and 
those  attending  events  at  AT&T 
stadium. 

The  four  development  teams 
submitted  highly  divergent 
proposals,  each  attempting  to 
meet  the  Port’s  criteria  through 
varying  configurations  of  residential 
and  commercial  units  and  open 
space.  Each  team  is  comprised  of 
three  equity  partners;  most  have 
enlisted  outside  consultants  with 
expertise  in  building  design,  land  use, 
historic  preservation,  landscaping, 
engineering,  and  community 
outreach. 

The  Federal  Development, 
Lehman  Brothers,  and  Construction 
Management  and  Development,  Inc. 
team  has  previously  invested  in  the 
Port  of  San  Diego  and  Resort  at 
Del  Rey  Oaks  in  Monterey.  Federal 
Development  is  a Washington  D.C.- 
based,  privately  held  real  estate 
company  which  has  partnered  with 
cities,  government  agencies,  and 
transit  authorities  both  domestically 
and  abroad.  Their  team  includes  CP 
Wang,  the  architect  behind  Taipei 
101,  the  world’s  tallest  building. 

Federal  Development’s  plan 
condenses  mixed  office  and 
entertainment  spaces  into  three 
high-rise  buildings,  supplemented  by 
a border  of  small  retail  shops  along 
Third  Street.  Their  plan  includes 
five  to  seven  acres  of  open  space;  a 
170-room  hotel;  a 2,500  square  foot 
performing  arts  center;  25,000  square 
feet  of  entertainment  and  retail;  and 

432,000  square  feet  of  office  space. 
Underground  parking  would  create 
an  inclined  slope  beneath  several 
of  the  18  to  22  floor  buildings.  The 
buildings  would  be  set  back  from  the 
water’s  edge,  creating  a sprawling 
green  space  that  could  be  used  for 
sports  or  concerts.  According  to  the 
team,  building  vertically  rather  than 
in  clusters  reflects  the  fact  that  “open 
space  is  the  driving  philosophy.  ” The 
team  is  also  contemplating  swapping 
one  tall  building  for  two  mid-size 
structures,  and  is  open  to  wind  power 
generation,  water  taxis  at  Pier  48, 
and  floating  pools.  Public  feedback 
at  last  month’s  workshop  about  the 
proposal  revolved  around  loss  of 
views  from  Potrero  Hill. 

Kenwood  Investment,  Boston 
Properties,  and  Wilson  Meany 
Sullivan,  each  with  equal  equity 
splits,  are  operating  under  the  slogan 
“Art  1st  San  Francisco.”  They’ve 
previously  invested  in  the  Ferry 
Building,  Treasure  Island,  and  5 
Times  Square  in  New  York  City. 
The  team’s  plan  would  divide  the  lot 
into  a gridiron  of  city  blocks,  with 
low-rise  residential  units  separated 
by  mid-block  courtyards;  one  green, 
renewable-energy  tower  by  the 
northwest  corner;  and  open  space

by  McCovey  Cove,  with  tangles 
of  promenades  and  pedestrian 
walkways  in  between.  The  plan 
features  400,000  square  feet  of  office 
space;  1,100  residential  units;  67,000 
square  feet  of  retail/gallery;  two 
above  ground  garages  with  1,500 
shared  parking  spaces;  and  five  acres 
of  open  space. 

The  team  focuses  on  “art  as 
a destination,”  specifically 
“environmental  art,”  and  emphasizes 
its  commitment  to  affordable  housing 
and  artist  studios  within  walking 
distance  of  public  installation  space. 
Their  green  tower  would  function  on 
wind  turbines,  and  the  plaza  would 
include  kinesthetic  windscreens. 
Neighbors  questioned  the  team’s 
ability  to  ensure  affordable  housing 
for  artists,  and  many  expressed 
interest  in  moving  the  tower  to  a 
different  portion  of  the  lot,  away 
from  the  northwest  waterfront. 

Build  Inc.,  UrbanGreen  Devco, 
and  Cherokee  Company  refer  to 
themselves  as  the  local  guys,  given  that 
several  team  members  live  in  Potrero 
Hill  and  have  been  involved  with 
the  community  for  years.  The  team 
is  responsible  for  Homes  on  Esprit 
Park  in  Dogpatch,  Parcel  P at  Oak 
and  Octavia  streets,  and  the  800  High 
Street  Condominiums  in  Palo  Alto. 
The  Build  Inc.  team  brought  together 
a half-dozen  architects  to  collaborate 
on  a blueprint  that  promotes  a porous 
network  of  buildings,  pathways,  and 
open  spaces  that’s  designed  to  appeal 
to  diverse  audiences.  They  propose  to 
split  the  lot  into  two  triangles,  which 
would  act  to  accentuate  South- 
of-Market  water  views.  The  plan 
features  seven  acres  of  open  space; 
one  green  tech/clean  tech  incubator; 
two  utility  towers;  450,000  square 
feet  office  space;  100,000  square  feet 
of  neighborhood  retail;  905  condos; 
and  an  array  of  local  artisan  shops 
on  Pier  48. 

The  team  proposes  to  utilize 
three  underground  parking  garages 
to  maximize  open  space,  and  opted 
to  place  two  eight  story  condos  in  the 
lot’s  center.  Their  guiding  principles 
are  to  be  “authentic,”  promote 
bottom-up  development,  and  actively 
engage  with  the  community.  During 
last  month’s  meeting,  one  resident 
expressed  concern  about  the  loss  of 
views  when  looking  down  Channel 
Street,  while  others  petitioned  for 
more  detail  on  the  team’s  financial 
capacity  to  execute  such  a sizeable 
project. 

The  San  Francisco  Giants,  Cordish 
Company,  and  Farallon  Capital 
Management  have  financially-backed 
such  sports  stadiums  as  AT&T  Park 
and  Ballpark  Village  in  St.  Louis. 
Farallon,  a San  Francisco  investment 
firm,  owns  other  Mission  Bay  parcels. 
The  team’s  plan  consists  of  bigger 
blocks  funneling  to  smaller  blocks  on 
the  lot’s  periphery,  a performing  arts 
venue  capable  of  hosting  upwards 
of  10,000  people,  and  an  emphasis 
on  outdoor  recreational  activity 
near  McCovey  Cove,  complementing 
AT&T  Park.  The  team  proposes 

400.000  square  feet  of  retail  space; 
a 60,000  square  foot  music  hall; 

100.000  square  feet  of  event/flexible 
space;  790,000  square  feet  of  office 
space;  and  875  condo  units. 


The  San  Francisco  Giant’s  team 
recommends  removing  a portion  of 
the  northern  section  of  Terry  Francois 
Street  to  widen  their  proposed  five 
and  a half  acre  park.  They  also 
plan  to  lease  space  to  both  local 
and  national  retail  stores.  Several 
audience  members  expressed  concern 
that  the  team’s  proposal  could  create 
a duplicate  Pier  39,  and  others 


questioned  the  team’s  track  record 
with  union  workers.

who  range  in  age  from  20  to  35,  are 
like  old  people.  Her  20-year-old 
daughter  has  arthritis,  breathing 
problems,  skin  rashes,  and  fainting 
spells.  Her  24-year-old  daughter 
had  uterine  cancer.  “My  children 
have  many  of  the  problems  I have 
now,”  Downing  said  of  her  insomnia, 
digestive  problems,  corneal  ulcers, 
and  chronic  eye  infections.  “I  have  all 
the  symptoms  of  an  AIDS  patient.  My 
immune  system  is  non-existent.” 
Last  year  the  San  Mateo  Housing 
Authority  made  another  relocation 
offer  to  Village  residents.  They  could 
choose  among  four  options:  families 
living  in  one  of  the  46  apartments 
in  the  ‘capped’  area  can  be  placed 
on  the  top  of  the  waiting  list  to 
move  into  a same-sized  apartment 
in  the  uncapped  areas  of  Midway 
Village;  residents  can  be  placed  on 
the  top  of  the  waiting  list  to  move  to 
a same-sized  apartment  in  another 
San  Mateo  public  housing  complex; 
residents  can  apply  to  move  to  a same- 
sized apartment  operated  by  other 
affordable  housing  organizations 
using  Section  8 vouchers;  or  they 
can  place  their  names  on  the  list  for 
Section  8 rental  assistance  vouchers, 
in  which  case  they  may  have  to  wait 
another  three  years  before  receiving 
a voucher. 

The  idea  of  moving  to  another 
part  of  Midway  Village,  even  if 
it’s  considered  safe  by  government 
officials,  is  problematic  to  Gail 
Smith,  a 12  year  resident.  "All  of 
Midway  Village  is  toxic.  DTSC  never 
tested  up  here  to  find  out,”  she  said  of 
her  Martin  Court  apartment,  located 
on  the  Village’s  southern  side.  Smith 
claims  she  knew  nothing  about  the 
contamination  at  Midway  Village 
until  2006,  when  she  heard  about 
it  from  other  residents,  though  Bay 
insists  that  the  Housing  Authority 
began  distributing  formal  disclosure 
notices  to  residents  in  1994. 

Smith,  who  for  the  past  year 
has  helped  organize  Midway  Village 
Residents  for  Relocation  — a group 
of  about  thirty  residents  — is  also  not 
satisfied  with  the  other  options  being 
offered  by  the  Housing  Authority.  "I 
don’t  want  to  go  to  a crime  area,  or 
some  place  far  away,  and  I don’t  want 
to  live  in  a room  in  a big  house  full  of 
people,”  said  Smith  of  shared  home 
public  housing.  She  says  the  term 
“same-sized”  is  inaccurate:  homes 
in  newer  housing  projects  are  much 
smaller  than  her  current  unit. 

“As  with  any  public  resource, 
there’s  a limited  amount  of  funding. 
For  somebody  to  get  noticed,  they 
need  to  demonstrate  that  the  health 
problems  they  have  are  due  to  the 
toxins,”  said  the  Housing  Authority’s 
Bay.  Bay  believes  Midway  Village  is 
safe  to  live  in.  “The  DTSC  stand  by 
their  work,"  he  said.  "The  challenge 
is  it’s  already  been  through  the 
courts.  There  are  tens  of  thousands 
who  think  they  deserve  a claim  but 
it  needs  to  have  a basis.” 

Two  months  ago,  DTSC  held  a 
public  meeting  at  the  Village’s  living 
room-sized  common  space  to  review 
the  current  status  of  toxic  mitigation 
efforts.  According  to  the  department, 
previous  cleanup  efforts  have 


successfully  protected  human  health 
and  the  environment.  However, 
community  activists  questioned  the 
validity  of  DTSC’s  findings  based  on 
their  list  of  common  health  problems 
and  statements  made  by  members 
of  the  California  Environmental 
Justice  Advisory  Committee  (CEJAC) 
— a citizen  body  tasked  with  making 
recommendations  to  Cal-EPA  — 
and  independent  toxicologist  and 
MacArthur  Fellow  Wilma  Subra. 

CEJAC  points  to  a 1999  health 
evaluation  authored  by  Rosemarie 
Bowler,  PhD,  which  compared 
the  results  from  Midway  Village 
to  a socio-economically  matched 
community  in  the  East  Bay.  The 
Midway  Village  residents  had 
significantly  more  health  problems 
than  their  East  Bay  counterparts.  “It 
is  a matter  of  concern  that,  without 
any  data  to  show  that  the  study  is  an 
error,  the  conclusion  of  DTSC  and 
OEHHA  [Office  of  Environmental 
Health  Hazard  Assessment]  remains 
that  the  health  of  the  residents  has 
been  adequately  protected,”  CEJAC 
commented.  The  study  also  found 
that  almost  half  of  the  residents 
who  responded  to  Bowler’s  survey 
reported  growing  gardens,  with  one- 
third  reporting  eating  from  them. 

CEJAC  notes  that  not  only  are 
clean-up  standards  for  benzopyrene 
higher  in  many  jurisdictions  across 
the  United  States,  but  air  monitoring 
and  mitigation  didn’t  take  place 
at  Midway  Village.  In  three  toxic 
contamination  cases  similar  to 
Midway  Village,  residents  were 
not  allowed  to  use  the  sites  during 
cleanup,  and  community  advisory 
committees  were  established,  actions 
which  were  not  taken  at  Midway 
Village.  According  to  CEJAC,  at 
Alhambra  — a southern  California 
single-family  neighborhood  built 
on  soil  similarly  contaminated  by 
a manufactured  gas  plant  — all 
plantings,  walkways,  and  patios  were 
removed  and  replaced  with  new  ones, 
and  the  soil  was  dug  down  to  five 
feet.  Soil  was  also  removed  from 
the  crawlspaces  under  homes.  In 
contrast  at  Midway  the  DTSC  only 
cleaned-up  exposed  soil,  and  didn’t 
remove  old  patios,  walkways,  and 
plantings.  "The  second  remediation 
effort  [at  Midway  Village],  occurring 
four  years  after  the  Alhambra  effort, 
did  not  include  the  same  degree  of 
safety,”  CEJAC  stated. 

Michael  Dorsey,  a CEJAC  member 
and  San  Diego  County’s  Chief  of 
the  Hazardous  Materials  Division, 
suggests  that  air  monitoring  should 
be  conducted  inside  occupied  homes 
at  Midway  Village.  “If  this  was  a 
wealthy  community  or  a community 
that  had  strong  political  influence  I 
think  we  all  know  that  these  people 
would  be  relocated  and  adequately 
compensated,”  he  wrote  to  DTSC. 

Subra  says  DTSC’s  latest 
review  failed  to  evaluate  whether 
the  “remedy”  at  Midway  Village 
adequately  protected  human  health, 
"...the  review  merely  looked  for 
cracks,”  Subra  stated.  When  there 
are  cracks  in  cement,  concrete,  or 
homes  plants  can  transport  toxins 
through  the  soil  to  the  surface. 
Last  year,  Mary  Tanner,  a 32  year 
resident,  photographed  weeds  that 


had  grown  through  cracks  in  her 
floor.  Subra  believes  more  needs 
to  be  done,  including  a soil  gas 
investigation,  as  recommended  by 
OEHHA  in  2006,  and  additional 
soil  sampling.  Subra  says  DTSC’s 
review  only  evaluated  “capped” 
areas,  while  "approximately  100 
percent  of  the  soils  and  subsoils  in 
the  area  between  Midway  Drive 
and  PG&E  are  contaminated  with 
PAHs.  Less  than  10  percent  of  the 
surface  areas... have  been  remediated, 
with  the  subsurface  soils  in  these 
areas  still  being  contaminated  with 
PAHs.”  Out  of  150  housing  units  at 
Midway  Village  only  40  were  recently 
inspected  by  DTSC,  and  22  of  those 
units  had  soil  and  plants  coming 
through  cracks. 

"We  don’t  trust  DTSC,”  Downing 
said.  “They  are  just  following 
somebody  with  more  authority  over 
them.  Wilma  Subra  is  an  independent 
scientist  with  nothing  to  lose  or 
gain.  She’s  not  protecting  her  job  or 
position.” 

Some  residents  compare 
the  situation  at  Midway  Village 
to  Hinkley,  California,  where  a 
carcinogenic  chemical,  Chromium 
6,  leaked  into  the  groundwater  from 
PG&E’s  nearby  compressor  station. 
That  case  was  taken  up  by  Erin 
Brockovich,  a working  class  single 
mother  whose  part  was  played  by 
Julia  Roberts  in  the  blockbuster  movie 
Erin  Brockovich.  In  the  Hinkley  case 
600  residents  won  $333  million  in 
damages  from  PG&E. 

Anderson  remembers  looking  out 
of  her  window  one  day  in  the  early 
1990s  and  seeing  men  walking  around 
in  protective  suits,  fully  covered.  “I 
asked  them  about  it  and  they  told 
me  nothing  was  wrong,”  she  said. 
Since  she’s  been  at  Midway  Village, 
Anderson  has  had  seven  tumors 
removed,  one  of  which  weighed  five 
pounds.  A few  years  after  moving 
in,  she  began  suffering  from  bloody 
noses,  rashes,  headaches,  respiratory 
problems,  and  muscle  weakness; 
her  three  children  have  had  similar 
symptoms.  Anderson  has  been  trying 
to  receive  proper  compensation 
for  her  aliments  for  almost  two 
decades,  in  recent  years  making 
trips  to  Sacramento  with  several 
other  residents  to  meet  with  state 
environmental  policy  leaders.  “Since 


HUD  funds  Midway  Village,  the 
least  they  could  do  is  give  me  what 
I’m  asking  for  which  is  a voucher 
for  first-time  home  ownership,” 
Anderson  said. 

“We  want  Section  8 vouchers 
with  home  ownership.  I’ve  been 
damaged.  They  owe  me  a home,” 
resident  Gail  Smith  said.  “Clause 
X of  the  lease  saying  if  our  health 
and  safety  have  been  harmed  in  any 
way  we  will  receive  all  the  rent  ever 
paid,"  Smith  added.  “So  the  Housing 
Authority  will  find  anything  to  evict 
residents.  We  have  to  be  very  careful.  ’’ 
Smith  and  other  residents  also  want 
help  from  a relocation  specialist  to 
find  new  homes  that  accept  Section 
8 vouchers,  full  payment  of  moving 
expenses,  and  that  no  new  tenants 
move  into  Midway  Village.  Many 
residents  have  placed  their  hope 
in  Linda  Adams,  Cal-EPA,  who 
met  with  the  community  two  years 
ago.  Last  year  Adams  encouraged 
Bay  to  effectively  relocate  Village 
residents. 

“Sometimes  I get  so  depressed  I 
can’t  sleep  at  night,  knowing  we’re 
being  exposed  and  that  I’ve  raised 
my  children  here,”  Downing  said. 
But  despite  the  psychological  effects 
of  living  at  Midway  Village,  residents 
work  to  keep  each  other’s  spirits  up. 
“We  want  to  get  to  the  root  of  what’s 
going  on.  I can’t  deal  with  confusion. 
When  there’s  unity  and  togetherness, 
I can  look  for  hope,”  Advance  said. 
"There’s  been  some  positive  things. 
They’re  slow  in  progress  but  patience 
is  a virtue” 

Last  month  PG&E  began  a 24- 
month  construction  project  at  its 
Martin  Service  Station,  next  to 
Midway  Village.  The  work  will 
include  the  removal  and  replacement 
of  electrical  equipment  and 
foundations,  installation  of  electrical 
control  buildings,  underground 
cables,  as  well  as  the  demolition 
of  a building  and  its  foundations. 
Almost  6,000  cubic  yards  of  soil 
will  be  removed.  Midway  Village 
residents  are  concerned  about  the 
health  effects  of  digging  in  toxic 
soil  over  a two-year  period,  despite 
PG&E’s  promises  to  remove  any 
contamination  and  implement  dust 
control  measures  and  monitoring.

Last  year  San  Francisco’s 
reservation  system  for  public  parks 
was  placed  online,  and  the  Recreation 
and  Parks  Department  is  still  ironing 
out  technical  kinks.  Live  Oak,  which 
has  purchased  a use  permit  for  the 
past  several  years,  has  had  difficulties 
registering  with  the  new  system  this 
year.  Live  Oak’s  athletic  department 
has  yet  to  formally  receive  a permit 
this  year,  though  they  have  verbally 
committed  to  paying  for  one  once  the 
City  processes  their  request. 

Though  grateful  to  have  access 
to  such  prominent  open  space,  Live 
Oak  Athletic  Director  Damian  Canny 
notes  that  the  school  can’t  use  the 
baseball  diamond,  and  the  students 
wish  they  had  more  time  on  the  field. 
He  also  notes  that  frisbee  players  and 
soccer  leagues  can  cause  problems  on 
the  field,  chewing  up  the  grass  with 
their  cleats.  “The  field  can  be  in 
terrible  condition,”  said  Canny.  “The 
gardener  does  a good  job  considering 
it's  one  man,”  he  added. 

Cheetham  points  out  that  there’s 
a shortage  of  gardeners  citywide, 
an  issue  that  will  hopefully  be 
assuaged  with  the  recent  passing  of 
the  Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood 
Parks  Bond.  Comprehensive  field 
maintenances  are  currently  planned 
throughout  the  year.  However,  it’s 
difficult  to  schedule  closing  of  the 
oft-utilized  field.  “I  have  the  task 
of  dropping  the  ball  on  somebody 
during  maintenance,”  said  Cheetham, 
pointing  out  that  some  group’s 


activities  must  be  interrupted. 

The  park  is  supposed  to  be  locked 
at  night;  for  late-night  athletes  there’s 
an  adjacent  gym  that’s  open  to  the 
public  from  1 to  10  p.m.  Occasionally 
umpires  involved  with  the  Northern 
California  Umpires  Association  train 
in  the  gym. 

Despite  the  park’s  popularity 
during  the  spring  and  the  fall,  Jackson 
Park  typically  has  a respite  from  the 
stampede  of  athletes  during  off-peak 
summer  hours,  in  part  because  Live 
Oak  isn’t  in  session.  "During  the 
summer  it’s  like  a cemetery,”  said 
Canny.
